One party, with Pro- 
fessor Charles Caspari, Jr., at its head, 


has formulated an itinerary ‘that in- 
cludes Colorado Springs, Denver, Salt 
Lake City, the Yellowstone Park, 
Alaska-Yukon-Pacific Exposition, 
Portland, San Francisco, Yosemite 
Valley, the Grand Canyon and the Pet- 
rified Forests of Arizona.

able investment of money, 
California has many attractions; so has 
Oregon; so has Washington. In many 
respects life in these three great States 
is similar. Why should not all three 
States unite in efforts to let the world 
—and especially the American world 


—know about the resources and possi- 


bilities of this part of our country? 
Not only have we a climate that is 
heavenly as compared with many 
others, but we have schools, colleges, 
universities, churches and institutions 
of all sorts for the culture and delecta- 
tion of the human mind. 
These thoughts are suggested by the 
recent visit of a hundred of the citizens 
of California to the Alaska-Yukon-Pa- 
cific Exposition, at Seattle, and inci- 


dentally to Portland, Tacoma and other > 


cities north of San Francisco. ‘Their 
visit was a revelation to these northern 
people, for they were there to boost 
the Pacific Coast rather than San Fran- 
cisco, and many were the expressions 
of appreciation of the liberal spirit of 
our San Francisco merchants in sink- 
ing their local interests to promote 
those of the entire Coast. 

It was in line with this feeling that 
the editor of The Pacific Pharmacist, 
realizing that under present conditions 
Los Angeles could more adequately 
entertain the American Pharmaceutical 
Association than could San Francisco, 


gladly threw whatever influence he had 


in favor of the southern city. By all 
working together we can do more good 
than by exhibiting a sectional spirit, 
each small community working against 
the others. San Francisco has given 
an object lesson to Seattle, Portland

prosperity. Do we hear them say in a 
hearty chorus: “Same to you!?” 


HOW THE The success of 
THEORETICAL Wilbur and Orville 


HELPED THE Wright in their ef- 
— forts to construct a 
flying machine is now known every- 
where. But it is not generally known 
how much these intrepid brothers are 
indebted. to a devoted sister for help 


and direction in their work, says a 


writer in Hampton’s Magazine: 
About the time the two brothers got 


through school the bicycle craze was at | 


its height and they engaged in bicycle 


repairing as a business. . 
It. was while conducting this busi- 


ness that they began working upon a 
machine which developed into the fly- 
ing machine. Their original idea was | 


to make a toy, a sort of aerial tobog- 
gan upon which a fellow could have 


fun. 


They constructed a plane of that 


kind and found that so long as it moved 


forward it would support them. Then. 


the idea of attaching a motor to it and 
driving it forward entered their minds. 

It was at this critical period in their 
careers that the aid of the sister was 
sought. She had taken an interest in 
the gliding-machine, but when they be- 
gan talking about flying-machines she 


grew enthusiastic. Right away Wilbur 
and Orville Wright, with the aid of 


their sister, took up the serious study 
of aeronautics. 

They read everything printed on the 
subject, the sister ordering the books 
for them as they learned of the vol- 


umes that had appeared. They did not 


believe everything they read in the 
books, and that was their salvation, in 
a sense. 

Miss Wright made the calculations 
and her brothers made the experiments. 
The three worked together. Before 
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any demonstration was made, before 
her brothers had tested the machine 
they were building, Miss Wright knew 
that it was possible for man to fly. 

She was the first woman in the world 
to know it positively. She knew it be- 
cause she herself had made the calcu- 
lations. She was willing to stake what 
little money she had saved from her 
salary as a school teacher, along with 
the smaller amount her brothers had 


saved, upon the outcome of the device 


to be made according to her calcula- 
tions. She staked it and she won. 
This pretty little story shows more 
vividly than any words we can pen 
what we have often tried to impress 
upon pharmacy students, that the most 
thoroughly practical man is he who has 
a good foundation of theoretical knowl- 
edge. In chemistry and pharmacy, cal- 
culation precedes experimentation and 
generally directs it. Miss Wright 
made the calculations, and with those 
as a guide the brothers experimented. 
She was a school teacher—they were 
mechanics. Her mathematical accu- 
racy had as much to do with the suc- 
cess of the enterprise as their mechan- 
ical skill. Both of these qualities are 
needed in the practical pharmacist. 
The time was when the “practical 
druggist” could get along without 
much knowledge of chemistry, botany, 
pharmacognosy or theoretical phar- 
macy ; but the times have changed and 
are changing, and if we do not change 
with them we are going to fall behind. 
Already some of the older men are 
finding it hard to keep up with the 
times! Young men have better oppor- 
tunities. Do they appreciate them? 


FROM OUR CONTEMPORARIES 
Pharmacists Appreciate Local Organizations 

Although we frequently hear com- 
plaint about a lack of interest in local 
organizations, we believe that pharma- 


cists are rapidly reaching the point 


where they understand the power, in- 
fluence and benefits of forming and 
maintaining local organizations. It is 
only a few years ago when one dollar 
was the usual price of annual dues in 
city, county and some state pharmaceu- 
tical associations. Gradually the price 
has been advanced until $10.00 and 
$15.00 are common figures for annual 
dues. The Chicago association is now 
considering the propriety of advancing 


the rate to $25.00 per year and it is not. 


unlikely that, beginning with January 


I, 1910, such a figure will prevail. 
Among those who will promptly pay | 
the new price are some who, a dozen 


years ago, hesitated to pay one or two 
dollars per year. We are certainly liv- 
ing in an age of organizations and 
pharmacists are well to the front in 
their appreciation of the old saying 
that “in union there is strength.”— 
Meyer Brothers’ Druggist.. 


THE REAL FATHER OF THE A. PH. A, 
It now develops that Ewen MclIn- 


tyre is probably responsible for the 


movement which resulted in the organ- 
ization of the American Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association. While clerking for 
George Coggeshall, Mr. McIntyre, then 
a very young man, discovered that the 
so-called precipitated chalk sold in the 
store was nothing but calcium sul- 
phate. He gave publicity to the fact 
which led to the call issued by the New 
York College of Pharmacy for a meet- 
ing to draft a measure prohibiting the 
importation of adulterated drugs and 
chemicals. This meeting, as history 
shows, resulted in the organization of 
the A. Ph. A. at Philadelphia, in 1852. 
Mr. McIntyre is the ranking living 
graduate of the New York College of 
Pharmacy, a life member of the A. Ph. 
A., and a member of the New York 
Branch of the A. Ph, A—Meyer 
Brothers’ Druggist.

No doubt that is why you are 
here today, and I regret that every 
pharmacist in the State is not here that 
he may experience the benefit to be de- 
rived from our Association’s meetings. 
All these meetings are. schools of ex- 
perience, by exchange of thought. The 
discussions are of illuminating value, 
enlightening each other and stimulat- 
ing us to be better and to do better for 
those who depend upon our skill. 
While those who are unable to attend 


lose much of the stimulus of personal 
contact, and of the pleasure of social 
intercourse, I still hope that the good 
results of our deliberations will extend 
to them. 


An important part of the work of this 
Association during the past year was 
that performed by its Committee on 
Legislation. Through the efforts of 
this committee, bills were introduced 
in the Legislature amending the phar- 
macy law, the pure drugs law and the 
poison law. The poison law and the 


pharmacy law were both passed sub- 


stantially as presented by the commit- 
tee, and are now a part of the laws of 
this State. The pure drugs law passed 
both houses of the Legislature, but 


failed to receive the signature of the 


Governor. The principal amendment 
proposed by this bill was that placing 
the execution of the law in the hands 
of the State Board of Pharmacy, in- 
stead of the State Board of Health. 
We understand that it was through the 
influence of the State Board of Health 
that the Governor was induced to with- 
hold his signature from the measure. 
This leaves the carrying out of this 
law in the hands of the State Board of 
Health, which is composed entirely of | 
physicians. To my mind, there is no 
more reason why druggists, who are 
almost the only persons concerned with 
the pure drugs law, should be subject 
to investigation by the State Board of 
Health, composed of physicians, than 


there would be that physicians should 


be under the surveillance of the State 
Board of Pharmacy, composed of phar- 


macists. There is an impression 


abroad that physicians know more 
about drugs and medicines than phar- 


macists. A more egregious error could 
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not exist, for as a rule, physicians 
know scarcely anything about drugs, 
and still less of the particular working 
of a law that deals with the sale of 
those commodities to the public. We 
should not rest until this feature of the 
pure drugs law is changed, for it 1s a 
reflection upon us, that while as phar- 
macists we are, as a body, to be in- 
trusted with the execution of the phar- 
macy law, we are not to be intrusted 
with the administration of the drugs 
law. I was at all times in close touch 
‘with our Committee on Legislation, 
and believe that great credit is due to 
them, and especially to the chairman, 
for the good work which they did in se- 
curing the passage of these bills 
through the two houses of the Legis- 
lature. | 
Realizing the necessity of a larger 
membership in our State Association, 
we inaugurated a campaign to en- 
lighten all of the registered pharma- 
cists in California concerning the bene- 
fits to be derived from membership 
therein, and the motives of those who 
were promoting it. This was accom- 
plished by sending to each pharmacist 
literature which set forth the working 
of. the Association. A number of ar- 
dent friends took up the good work 
accomplished at our last annual meet- 
ing, and succeeded in increasing our 
membership nearly three fold. In 
Southern California the Travelers’ 
Auxiliary was organized, and their la- 
bors have resulted in adding over half 
a hundred members to our Association. 

Many fraternal societies depend on 
druggists to furnish a share of their 
profits by entering into contracts to 
supply at cost medicines for their mem- 
bers and families. Many druggists who 
cater to this charity trade, forfeit the 
worth of their scientific skill, and there- 
by belittle our profession in general 


by giving out.the impression that our 


business is all profit. Almost all mem- 


bers of such benevolent societies re- 
ceive ample salary for their labors, and 
should be mindful of those who are al- 
ways ready to alleviate suffering in any 
emergency which may befall them. I 


believe this practice should be discour- | 


aged. 

The practice of paying a percentage 
or royalty to physicians and nurses for 
their prescriptions and influence by 
certain pharmacists, is a nefarious and 
unprofessional act, and should be dis- 
couraged by both local and State Asso- 
ciations. 


The contract plan of buying prepara- 


tions of drugs from the large manu- 


facturing firms within a certain time 
limit with a view of a larger per cent 


off, should be discouraged by the re- | 


tailer, and a demand made for a straight 
price from all the manufacturers, so 
that goods may be bought at the best 
prjce from the jobber in such quanti- 
ties as are actually needed. 

I hope that some plan may be sug- 
gested at this meeting that shall estab- 
lish a legislative fund, in order that 
we may be protected from injurious 
legislation, and if necessary, I would 
recommend that the by-laws be 
amended so as to establish such a fund. 

One of the most important objects of 
our Association is “to stimulate and 
encourage apprentices to obtain the 
necessary preparatory education to ac- 
quire a full knowledge of pharmacy.” 
This may be easily accomplished by a 
little forethought and exertion on the 


part of those who employ apprentices. 


First, one must select a young man to 
take up the drug business who has had 
sufficient education to allow him to 
matriculate in a first class college of 
pharmacy; second, the apprentice 
should be taught in a systematic man- 
ner the rudiments of pharmacy for a 
period of at least two years, and then 
he should be encouraged to attend a 


course in a college of pharmacy, where 
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he will get a full and complete instruc- 
tion in theoretical and practical phar- 
macy. I believe if this policy was put 
into universal practice, (and there is 
no reason why it should not be), phar- 
macy would be classed, not as a trade, 
but as a profession. I hope the time is 
near at hand when our pharmacy laws 
will be amended so that only graduates 
in pharmacy will be eligible to go 
before a State board to obtain a license 
to practice pharmacy. When this is 
accomplished the status of the pharma- 
cist will be elevated on scientific lines 
which will improve both employers and 
‘clerks and will give a service to the 


public such as is now required by na- 


tional and State laws. 

In the largest towns and in the cities 
in California when looking for a drug 
store one must look twice before he 
can decide just what kind of a store it 
is. It looks like a book and stationery 
store or, possibly, drug store. This 
confusion is due to the many side lines 
that have been added to almost all drug 
stores where competition is keen. Other 
reasons are, rents are high and doctors 
are prescribing proprietary medicines. 
In fact, the druggists are obscuring the 
identity of the professional end of 
their business by keeping the galenical 
preparations and crude drugs in the 
rear of their respective stores. There 
are two reasons for this: First, most 
of these preparations and drugs are 
dead stock, and second, to make more 
room for side lines. “What is the 
next trade move?” I think the next 
trade move is to stop right where we 
now are and reconsider what we have 
been doing; then start anew by elimi- 
nating the petty side lines that we have 
wasted our energy and money on and 
get down to a reconstruction of our 


business, segregating it into such lines 


as will be permanent and profitable. 
It is not profitable to add those lines 
which are to overshadow legitimate and 
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established trade. Lines which require 
skill, training and education in buying 
and selling are the most liable to be- 
come permanent and profitable. 

My experience and observation has 
taught me that the best side lines are 
the camera and photo supplies, sta- 
tionery, soda water and cutlery. Car- 
rying the above side lines and keeping 
a good stock in drugs and their prep- 
arations prominently displayed, with 
all of the necessary and emergency 
articles, such as antiseptics, gauzes, 
cottons, bandages, surgeons’ supplies, 
etc. This having been done, the next 
move to take is to put all your skill 
and energy into the propoganda work, 
which is no small matter; but if every 
true pharmacist will do his share to 
educate the physician to prescribe the 
most dependable and reliable medi- 
Cines, made from formulas in our 
U. S. P. and N. F., it will mutually 
benefit the patient, doctor and drug- 
gist. 

- This means work, and it is impos- 
sible to do it all alone; help must be 


employed. 


First, one must have good, honest 
men in our employ; and you must be 
just as honest to your help as you ex- 
pect them to be to you and your pa- 
trons. 

Keep up your side lines, keep an 
up-to-date drug store, and everlast- 
ingly keep up the good work of edu- 
cating the physician to _ prescribe 
official rather than unofficial medicines. 

An exacting and unappreciative pub- 
lic is constantly demanding more and 
more from the druggists, by expecting 
pharmacies to be open for the conveni- 
ence from fifteen to eighteen hours a 
day. This is unwise, both on the part 
of the public and the druggists. I 
recommend that drug stores open at 8 
a. m. and close at 8 p. m. daily. This 
can be done by pharmacists in every 
locality co-operating together, to the 
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end that the drug store hours may be 


shortened. 

I recommend that every wide-awake 
pharmacist join his local and State as- 
sociation, then join the A. Ph. A. and 
the N. A. R. D. with an earnest view 
to elevating pharmacy socially, scien- 
tifically, commercially and financially. 

I recommend that we present a life 
membership in this association to each 
past president. Also a life member- 
ship to the chairman of the legislative 
committee for the past year. 

I recommend that this association 
encourage the American Pharmaceuti- 


cal Association to establish a branch 


of said association among us, to be 
known as the Pacific States Branch of 
the A. Ph. A. 


I recommend that this association 


appoint five active druggists in each 


county to act as a membership commit- 
tee and to assist in such work as may 
be assigned to them by the trustees 
of the California Pharmateutical Asso- 
ciation. | 

I recommend that the amendments 
to our Constitution and By-laws be 
adopted. 

At our last meeting held in Oakland, 
without any solicitation on my part, 
you elected me to the highest office in 
this association. I accepted with many 
misgivings, but with a firm determina- 
tion to fill the office to the best of my 
ability. I have tried to do so, and in 
conclusion wish to thank the various 
committees, officers and members who 
have so willingly and ably assisted me 
while I have enjoyed the highest honor 
at the disposal of the association. I 
still intend to be an active worker and 
hope to be of service to this association 
in the future. 


ARTIFICIAL VERSUS NATURAL MIN- 
ERAL WATERS 


Dr. Enno Sander, who has had thirty 


or forty years’ experience in the manu- 
facture of artificial mineral waters, in 


his paper before the American Phar- 
maceutical Association, calls attention 
to the fact that most mineral waters are 
contaminated with earthy constituents 
from the: strata through which the 
waters filter, that in the majority of 


cases these waters cannot be preserved 


for any length of time without change, 
unless they are subjected to some kind 
of treatment. Chemistry has advanced 
so far that we are enabled now to in- 
corporate in an artificial water such 
constituents as we may desire, and 


thereby avoid the presence of such as 


are undesirable. Starting then with 
pure water and pure chemicals, a prod- 
uct is obtained which meets all the re- 
quirements of the exacting physician 
and the fastidious patient. He says: 

The first requisite is pure water 
composed of hydrogen and oxygen 
only. Such water can only be obtained 
by distillation and in order to procure 
it in perfect order, great care must be 
observed in its preparation. 


Many different plans have been pro- | 


posed for the accomplishment of this 
purpose too numerous to mention or to 
criticize. I may be permitted, how- 
ever, to explain my process which is 
being employed in the factory of the 
Enno Sander Mineral Water Company. 
Their apparatus is of my own construc- 


tion and has been fully described in 


The Pacific Pharmacist, to which I re- 


fer for shortness, and relate here only 


the most essential parts. 


The water of the artesian well is 
utilized for cooling and condensing the 
vapor in the still and advantage taken 
of its high temperature, when it 
reaches the top and discharges itself, to 
free it as much as possible of its solids 
by thoroughly boiling it with appro- 
priate chemicals. The precipitate be- 
ing settled, the decanted liquor is 
boiled for an hour or longer in an open 
vessel with as much solution of per- 
manganate of potash as required to 
have it retain a roseate hue. The water 
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thus treated has become liberated from 
almost all of its solids and of all gases 
and organic matter and is permitted 
now to enter automatically the still 
where it undergoes the usual process, 
with one exception, which refers to its 
aeration. 

Advocating the theory that water is 
too hard and compact a substance to 
be aerated, even if broken up into very 
small globules, I imitate nature's pro- 


cess in the clouds, and have introduced 


a contrivance at the top of the still by 
which the vapor is intimately mixed 
with pure sterilized air. 

After cooling it runs into the reser- 
voir a cool, perfectly aerated, palatable 
water. Such a product of distillation 
can safely be used for the manufacture 
of mineral waters except for chalbeates 
which demand the expulsion of the 
air. 

Dr. F. A. Struve was the successful 
pioneer in creating the demand for a 
pure, unadulterated and unchangeable 
mineral waters away from the natural 
springs. Perhaps it would be a popu- 
lar move if the large number of his 
followers in this country would recog- 
nize his distinguished merits for suf- 
fering mankind by a grand centennial 
celebration. It could not hurt the 
‘present generation. Quite to the con- 
trary, for late experiences have proved 
that in spite of the increase in the man- 
ufacture of waters during the past cen- 
tury, the following passage written 
fifty-five years ago, may conscien- 
tiously be applied to frequent occur- 
rences at the present time. (I0.) 
“And if a not inconsiderable number 
of patients drinks the natural bottled 
waters and physicians still prescribe 
them in the conviction to have the un- 
altered natural product and its com- 
plete equivalent, the acute observer has 
abandoned this opinion a long time 
ago.” 

The arguments and statements em- 
braced in the foregoing lines attest 
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implicitly the various changes which 
must occur to water during its pene- 
tration of the earth’s interior, as well 
as the danger unavoidably met with at 
its reappearance on the surface. The 
effect shown there simply excludes its 
employment anywhere else but at the 
place of egress. 

The fact also has been firmly estab- 
lished that mineral waters should be 
manufactured from pure _ distilled 
water and pure chemicals in an appa- 
ratus carefully constructed to fully cor- 
respond to its purposes and to exclude 
absolutely the perilous action of nature 
which is always ready for mischief.. 
It was Dr. Struve and his numerous: 
German followers to whom everlasting 
credit is due for their great scientific © 


activity, which enables us to obtain in 


true scientific manner absolutely su- 
perior mineral waters that are guarded 
by art against deterioration and loss or 
change of their ingredients, and may be 
administered conscientiously with full 
therapeutical benefit to poor sufferers. 
at any place where they may be needed. 
The writer will be richly compen- 
sated for his labors, if he has attracted 
the attention of the intellectual mem- 
bers of the American Pharmaceutical 
Association to this important subject 
and convinced them of the superiority 
of the artificial mineral waters. 


UNGUENTUM RESORCINI COM- 
POSITUM 
By I. G. Rodda 

The directions of the N. F. were 
closely followed in every detail with 
great care, but a good, smooth oint- 
ment could not be obtained.. The di- 
rections seem in some manner to be at 
fault. All went well in the preparing 
of this ointment until the melted par- 
afin and wax were added to the mixed 
powders. The ointment then seemed 
to form into a lumpy mass and become | 
stiff. Further trituration was impos- 
sible, so I placed it upon the pill tile 
and endeavored to work it with the 
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spatula, but again failed. I added the 


oil of cade, but it did not relieve the 
conditions. I repeated the work again, 
closely following the N. F. directions 
and secured a like result. 

Taking the ointment from the pill 
tile, I placed it. in a large mortar and 


melted it upon a water bath. When it 


was completely melted I took it from 
the bath and triturated with a pestle 
until it became cold. The result was a 
fair ointment, but not quite as smooth 
as desired. 


Working on this plan of action, I 
made another ointment with the same 
, age of ingredient as given in 
the N. F., with the exception of the oil 
of cade. I only used one-half as much 
oil of cade as given in the N. F. I 
melted the paraffin, petrolatum and 
wool fat in the order named and added 
the oil of cade. I then gradually added 
the melted ingredients to the powders 
which were in a large mortar, and tri- 
turated until cold. The result was a 
nice, smooth ointment. I then rubbed 
it, upon a pill tile with a spatula and 
secured a perfectly smooth ointment. 

Thinking perhaps it could be made 
by following the N. F. directions, but 
using the anhydrous wool fat instead 


of the hydrous, I endeavored to make 


the ointment. The result was very un- 
satisfactory, the ointment being too 
stiff for practical use. 


The last method, and, in my estima- 
tion, the best which I carried out, was 
as follows: Rub up the zinc oxide and 
bismuth subnitrate separately with por- 
tions of the lanolin. Melt the paraffin 
and petrolatum and.-add the oil of cade 
(using only six parts instead of 
twelve). Next add the resorcinol to the 
melted paraffin and petrolatum and 
thoroughly incorporate. Add this mix- 
ture to the zinc oxide and bismuth sub- 
nitrate in a large mortar and triturate 
until cool. The result is a perfectly 
smooth ointment.

BABY FOODS 
By Albert Schneider 


We know of nothing more helpless, — 
innocent and so absolutely dependent 
The child 


without any volition of its own and it 
has absolutely no choice as to its par- 
ents. Because of its helplessness it 
must abide by the treatment given it. 
Some children are born well, some are 
not. Some are treated well and some 
are not. Thousands upon thousands 
succumb before they have reached the 
second year, due to ignorance, criminal 
neglect and abuse on the part of those 
into whose hands the little innocents 


Many fall victims to inadequate and 
improper food and drink. Every babe 
is entitled to a liberal supply of food 
from a healthy mother’s breast for a 
period of twelve to fourteen months. 


be supplied we must come to the 
child’s assistance with properly pre-— 
pared artificial foods. . 

It is a notorious fact that hog feed-— 
ing, cattle feeding, chicken feeding, 
oyster feeding, plant feeding, etc., has 
been very thoroughly gone into by 
scientists. Millions of pamphlets and 
bulletins and volumes have been pub- 
lished on these subjects, but our litera- 
ture on baby feeding and on baby foods 
is very fragmentary. We are greatly 
pleased to learn that Dr. H. W. Wiley 
is now making an investigation of in- 
fant foods. In this investigation espe- 
cial attention will be given as to what 
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the composition should be for infants 
under one year of age. Circular let- 
ters are addressed to physicians asking 
their opinion on the subject. 


There are many so-called baby foods 
upon the market for the following rea- 
sons: 


First—There is a “crying” need for - 


them, as many mothers cannot supply 
enough milk. 


Second—There is a market demand 
for them which has prompted the man- 
ufacture of such articles to satisfy the 
need. 


Third—The price demanded for baby 
foods has made it possible to enrich 
the pocket, especially through the 
manufacture of worthless and danger- 
ous articles. 


To accuse any one of wilfully and 
deliberately taking advantage of the 
utter helplessness of infants and the 
dense ignorance of parents, for finan- 
cial gain, does seem a little rough, but 
such is apparently the case. Many, 
nay most, of the baby foods found on 
the market are worthless for the sim- 
ple reason that they contain but little 
which the infant can digest and assimi- 
late. If the young child were fed upon 
these alone it would die of starvation 
in the course of one or two weeks, or 
even in a shorter period of time. The 
price asked for such baby foods is 
wholly out of proportion to their value. 
Some of the manufacturers of  so- 


called baby foods apparently know . 


that the stuff which they market causes 
various digestive disturbances and 
other disorders and they seek to rem- 
edy the defect by mixing the indi- 
gestible ingredients with lime, soda, 
peptones and various other correctives. 
Again many enter into the business of 
manufacturing baby foods who do not 
know the first principles about babies, 
baby physiology, baby digestion and 
nutrition and baby foods and baby 
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feeding. Such should direct their ef- 
forts into some other channel. 

Most of the baby foods on the mar- 
ket are intended for children ranging 


‘in age from birth to about five years. 


Some are advertised:as being absolute- 
ly perfect substitutes for mother’s 
milk. This is not true. There is no 
satisfactory artificial substitute for hu- 
man milk. Modified cow’s milk is per- 
haps the nearest approach to it. 

The following are the requirements 
of good baby foods: 
water percentage should 
be very high. This is usually added 
by the mother or nurse at the home. 
Naturally such water should be pure 
and thoroughly boiled before it is 
added. Sometimes a mixture of water 
and cow’s milk is added. 

2.—There must be a proper appor- 
tionment of fats, proteids and sugar. 

3.—Must have a fresh, sweetish, 
pleasant taste, otherwise baby will 
object. 

4.—Must be free from all fungi and 
microbes. This means very careful 
and cleanly methods of manufacture 
and careful sterilization of all ingredi- 
ents. | | 

5.—The ingredients must be easily 
assimilable and must not undergo fer- 
mentation in the digestive tract. 

6.—Carbohydrates (starches) must 
be very largely soluble. A small per- 
centage (4 to 6 per cent) of insoluble 
starch is permissible. 

7—Fibrous tissue and cellulose tis- 
sue should be almost wholly absent, as 
the infant cannot possibly digest these 
substances. 

8.—Of fat, milk fat only should be 


present. 


9.—Must contain no added medicinal 
substances, digestants or digestion 
correctives. 

Baby foods are mixtures of cane 
sugar, milk sugar, dry milk and cereal 


flours in which the starch is largely 
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made soluble through the agency of 
steam heat under pressure or through 
heating with weak acids or through 
the action of the ferment diastase. Egg 
albumen may be added. Below we give 
the composition of some of the more 
important baby foods, from which it 
can readily be seen that many are 
wholly unfit for use as food for infants. 
In the examination of baby foods both 
the chemical and microscopical meth- 
ods must be used. One is wholly in- 
complete and inconclusive without the 
other. The chemical method may show 


the presence of proteids, but the micro- 


scopical method will show in what 
form this (in part at least) is present. 
By means of the microscope the differ- 
ences between cane sugar and milk 
sugar are clearly discernible, yet the 
chemical method should also be used 
as a check. | 

1. Allen & Hanbury’s Foods.—The 
original paste form was the patent of 
W. R. Dodd (Nos. 21631 and 21632, 


1891). The casein of the milk was pre- | 


cipitated by rennent, heated to destroy 
the ferment, mixed with fresh milk 
and the cream taken from, the milk 
which was coagulated... Milk sugar, 
peptone and lime water are added and 
the whole evaporated. The food pro- 
tected by the second patent is intended 
for very young children. 

2. Carnrick’s Food.—Milk, partially 
skimmed, is used, cocoa butter is added 
and the casein of the milk is digested 
by pancreatin, according to the pat- 
ent of 1889 (No. 16225). 

3. Carnos.—Yeast is boiled in water 
until the cell structure is wholly de- 
stroyed, cooled to 60 degrees F., one- 
sixth to one-half part of malt is added 
and allowed to digest for three hours. 
The product is then boiled for thirty 
minutes to destroy the malt ferment 
and then evaporated. Just what virtues 
this substance might have is difficult 
to conjecture. It is not a baby food. 


4. Casumen.—This is said to be 
pure casein and, by itself, is not a baby 
food. | 

5. Chapman’s Food.—This is said to 
be flour mixed with bran, heated and 
cooked to break up the starch gran- 
ules. Not fit for babes on account of 
the bran, which is indigestible. (Pat. 


. No. 1203. 1877.) 


6. Dr. Coffin’s Food.—According to 
a chemical examination this consists of 


salts, 3.02; fat, 1.59; albumen, 17.15; 


soluble carbohydrates, 35.12; insoluble 


carbohydrates, 34.82. As no micro- 
scopical examination is reported it is 
impossible to state what vegetable tis- 
sues are present or in what form some 
of the substances occur. On account 
of the rather high percentage of insol- 


uble carbohydrates it must be rather — 


sparingly given to very young chil- 
dren (infants). See 

7. Eskay’s Albuminized Food.—This 
is a very light brown, moderately 
sweet, slightly hygroscopic powder, 
having the dextrin odor. Based upon 


microscopical examination it consists 
of

8. Eucasin.—Prepared by passing 


ammonia over dry and finely powdered 
casein.

9. Force.—This is not a baby food, 
but is included here because of the 
claim made that it is easily digested by 
children. It is prepared as follows: 
Wheat (whole grains) is steeped in 
malt wort for five to six hours at a 
temperature of from 55 to 65 degrees C. 
The malt is then drawn off (the un- 
absorbed portion) and the softened 
wheat grains steam cooked, cooled and 
salt added. It is flaked by passing 
through steam rollers and then roasted 
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to crispness, which also develops the Water 1,440.

23. “Savory and Moore’s Food.—The > 


patent for this was taken oyt in 1883 

by W. R. Barker and A. L. Savory, 

and requires the following ingredients: 
Wheat flour 100 parts. 


Fresh milk 25 parts. 
Powdered malt 30 parts. 


The milk is mixed with the flour, 


cooked at 320 degrees F., and powd- 
ered, the malt being then mixed in. 
The casein of the milk may be predi- 
gested by essence of pancreatin. 


In 1884 patents were taken out by 


W. R. Barker, A. L. Savory and C. 
Ekin for a predigested food with and 
without the addition of powdered 
malt. 
24. “Somatose.—This is an artifi- 


cially digested meat albumin contain- 


ing 51.6 per cent of deutero and 13.4 
per cent of hetero albumoses, 5 per 
cent of peptone, II per cent of mois- 
ture, and 5 per cent of nutrient in- 
organic salts. Iron somatose contains 
in addition 2 per cent of iron in organic 
combination. Milk somatose is pre- 
pared by the same digestive process 
from casein containing 5 per cent of 
tannin.” 

We give here the composition of 
human milk from which those inter- 
ested may make comparisons as to 


which of the baby foods above men- 


tioned approximate it in composition, 
with the various baby food diluents, 
as water, skimmed milk, etc., added:

The above paper is intended to serve 
as a stimulus to make further investi- 
gations into this most important sub- 
ject. We cannot, at this time, take 
up the discussion of the comparative 
value of the different starches and 
flours used, the comparative value of 
cane sugar and sugar of milk. The 
comparative value of cow’s, goat’s and 
mare’s milk, etc. In conclusion the 
following advice is given: 

1. Pharmacists should keep only 
the very best baby foods. Those which 
conform, approximately, to the re- 
quirements cited at the beginning of 
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this paper. Always advise customers 
to consult the family physician as to 
what baby food to use and how to use it. 


2. Modified cow’s milk should be 
given to young infants when it is found 
necessary. This milk should be pre- 
pared according to the directions of the 
family physician, who will also give 
details regarding nursing bottles, 
warming and pasteurization of milk, etc. 

3. Children over three years of age 
can digest small quantities of perhaps 
all so-called baby foods. In fact the 
best baby foods form a highly relished 
side dish for many children. 


4. No pharmacist should presume to 
manufacture a baby food. Leave this 
to specialists. Those who have made 


foods, digestion, assimilation, feeding 


of infants, etc., a life work. Even these 
have thus far failed to prepare a wholly 
satisfactory baby food.

DRUG PURITY AND TESTS* 


Being the Annual Report of the Committee 
on Adulterations of the New York 
State Pharmaceutical Association 


By Joseph Kahn, Phar. D., Chairman 
After a general survey of conditions 


in pharmacy, and as a result of exami- 
nations of drugs and chemicals during 
the past year, the Committee on Adult- 
erations reports a marked improvement 
in the quality of drugs and chemicals 
as ordinarily handled by retail drug- 
gists. 7 

The average pharmacist is jealous of 
his personal integrity and honesty, 
and is earnestly opposed to adulteration 
and substitution; hence intentional or 
wilful adulteration is seldom resorted 
to. This is particularly true with re- 
gard to potent drugs and preparations.

As yet adulteration is still practiced 
to some extent, notwithstanding all the 
efforts of national and State boards and 
associations to suppress it. Much has 
been said, written and done to suppress 
the use of impure drugs, but effective 
action has not yet been accomplished. 
The law of cause and effect applies to 
pharmacy as to other arts and trades; 
before we attempt to produce the 
proper effect, the real cause must first 
be ascertained. The elimination of im- 
pure drugs is made difficult for various 
reasons. | 

Impurities in drugs may be attributed 
to various causes, such as natural vari- 
ation, deterioration, faulty mode of 
preparation, lack of education, or care- 
lessness on the part of those through 
whose hands the drugs may pass. © 

Now, as never before, drugs, owing 
to economic conditions, pass through 
the hands of persons lacking in accu- 
rate scientific knowledge or a thorough 
acquaintance with the therapeutics and 
the needs of the sick, for whose benefit 
the drugs are intended. 


Effect of the National Pure Food and 
Drugs Act 


The National Pure Food and Drugs 
Act of June 30, 1906, has undoubtedly 
produced good results in its numerous 
phases and aspects. For one thing, it 
has impressed the moral of pure drugs 
upon manufacturers and importers, 
both American and foreign. The law 
requires that drugs sold under a guar- 
anty must adhere strictly to the indi- 
cations on the labels. On the other 


hand, foreign drugs are subject to in- 


spection at the place of importation. 


Defect of the National Pure Food and 
Drugs Act 


The federal act exercises jurisdiction 
over interstate commerce only, and is 
not applicable to commerce within the 
State. 

The following statement is an ex- 
tract from the preface of the United ) 
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States Pharmacopoeia, eighth revision: 

“The standards of purity and 
strength prescribed in the text of this 
Pharmacopeia are intended to apply 
to substances which are used for me- 
dicinal purposes and when professedly 
bought, sold or dispensed as_ such.” 
According to this the standards of 
purity and strength of the pharmaco- 
poeia are limited to substances solely 
used for medicinal purposes, and hence 
articles which do not conform to the 
pharmacopoeial standard may be, and 
are, sold under the label: “For tech- 
nical use,” or “For commercial use-” 
Investigation has shown that in many 


instances, in the absence of explicit 


orders, the retailer is supplied with this 
class of goods, the reason being, as as- 
serted by a good many, that the phar- 
macopoeial requirements are extremely 
rigid and would necessitate great ex- 
pense. 

Recommendation of the Committee 

We recommend that the Legislative 

Committee of this association draft a 
pure drugs bill, and that copies of the 
proposed bill be sent to all members, 
as well as to all pharmaceutical asso- 
ciations within the State, giving the 
place and date of a conference that will 
be held to discuss the bill; any bill 
adopted in conference to be presented 
at the next regular session of the New 
York. State Legislature. 

Notes on the Purity of Chemicals 


The following observations of your 
committee will, we trust, be of interest 
and value: 


Potassium Iodide.—Potassium iodide 
does not always conform to the phar- 
macopoecial test for the limit of iodate. 
The official test for the limit of iodate 
is as follows: If to 0.5 gm. of the salt, 
dissolved in 10 Cc. of distilled water, 
which has previously been boiled and 
cooled in a small flask, 2 drops of di- 
luted sulphuric acid (free from sul- 
phurous and nitrous acids) be added, 
no distinct yellow color should appear 
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within half a minute (limit of iodate).” 

A point of importance in connection 
with this test is that diluted sulphuric 
acid, U. S. P., is not always free from 
sulphurous and nitrous acids, as only 
a limit of such acids is the official re- 
quirement. 

Source of Impurity—Small quanti- 
ties of potassium iodate, generally 
found in potassium iodide, are due to 


the imperfect reduction of the iodate | 


formed in the first stage of the manu- 
facture of potassium iodide. Potassium 
iodide is made by saturating potassium 
hydroxide solution with iodine, evapo- 
rating, and calcining the resulting mix- 


‘ture of iodide and iodate with charcoal. 


The reaction may be stated thus: 

6 KOH-++6 I=5 KI+KIO,+3 H,O. 

5 KI+KI0O,+3 C=6 KI-+-3 CO. 

Detection—The detection of iodate 
in iodide is based upon the fact that 
sulphuric acid liberates iodic acid 
(HIO,) from potassium iodate, and 


hydriodic acid (HI) from potassium 


iodide, which, reacting on each other, 
liberate free iodine. 

The following expresses the reaction: 

5 HI+HIO,=3 H,O-+6I. 

Mercuric Chloride——The solubility 
of mercuric chloride in -water is in- 
creased by the addition either of am- 
monium chloride or sodium chloride. It 
is on this account that the corrosive 
sublimate tablets (compressed anti- 
septic tablets) now largely used con- 
tain a certain amount of NH,Cl. The 
proportions used by the manufacturers 
are generally as follows: 7.3 grains of 
HgCl, and 7.7 grains of NH,Cl in each 
tablet. One tablet is used to make a 
pint of a I in 1,000 solution. 

The disinfectant action of mercuric 
chloride is decreased by the addition of 
metallic chlorides, especially in concen- 
trated solutions. In dilute solutions, 
such as are used in practice (I in 1,000 
solution), the ammonium chloride ex- 
erts scarcely any effect upon the dis- 
infectant power of the solution. 
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The chemical behavior of HgCl,, 
mercuric chloride, in the presence of 
ammonium chloride differs from that 
of mercuric chloride alone, when it is 
treated with calcium hydroxide, potas- 
sium hydroxide, or sodium hydroxide 
solutions. Mercuric chloride yields 
with calcium hydroxide, potassium 
hydroxide, or sodium hydroxide solu- 
tions a yellow precipitate of mercuric 
oxide, HgO. In combination with am- 
monium chloride, however, a white pre- 
cipitate of double chloride of mercuric- 


ammonium and ammonium—NH,Hg- 


Cl, NH,Cl—is thrown down. (The of- 
ficial ammoniated mercury—white pre- 
cipitate, obtained by treating mercuric 
chloride with ammonium hydroxide— 
is mercuric ammonium chloride, NH,- 
HgCl.) It is of importance, therefore, 
that pure mercuric chloride solutions be > 
used in the compounding of prescrip- 
tions ; some pharmacists are careless in 
this regard and occasionally prepare 
mercuric chloride solutions from mer- 
curic chloride tablets containing am- 
monium chloride. 

Reduction of Bichloride Solution.— 


Solutions of mercuric chloride are no- 


toriously prone to decompose on stand- 
ing. Aqueous solutions of mercuric 
chloride are decomposed by exposure 
to light, oxygen being given off, hydro- 
chloric acid formed, and mercurous 
chloride deposited, as shown in the fol- 


lowing reaction: 


4 H,O= =4 HeCl+4 HCI-LO,. 
The decomposition is accelerated by 
the presence of organic matter, as, for 
instance, soluble organic matter con- 
tained in the cork used to stopper the 
containers. The alkali in the glass of 
a bottle might also exert some effect 
upon solutions of mercuric chloride. 
Acetone.— Acetone is_ chemically 
dimethylketone (CH,),CO. A_ few 
samples of pure acetone were examined 
and showed the absence of methyl! al- 
cohol. Commercial acetone, being 


often obtained by fractionating wood 
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spirit, may contain a fairly large pro- 
portion of methyl alcohol. Tests for 
the absence of methyl alcohol are im- 
peratively needed. Qualitative or diag- 
nostic tests should also be introduced, 
as the United States Pharmacopoeia 


fails to give any. 


The Volumetric Assay of Spirit of Nitrous 
Ether 


The pharmacopoeial spirit of Aitrous 
ether is an alcoholic solution of ethyl 
nitrite (C,H,;NO,), yielding, when 
freshly prepared and tested, not less 
than 4 per cent of ethyl nitrite. _ 
This spirit deteriorates rapidly on 
standing. The presence of water and 
the action of sunlight and air cause its 
rapid decomposition (shown by its acid 
reaction), by the splitting up of ethyl 
nitrite into nitrous acid and ethyl! alco- 
hol (C,.H,NO, + H,O = C,H;,OH + 
HNO.,). Acetic.acid is also frequently 


found, the aldehyde being converted 


into acetic acid (CH, Senn = 
CH,COOH). 

The official nitrometer method of 
assay has yielded very good results. 
Only a few pharmacists, however, are 
in a position to avail themselves of the 
use of the nitrometer. A simple and 
rapid method of assay, the iodometric 
method, is accordingly suggested. 


Nitrates liberate iodine from KI in 


the presence of acetic acid. HNO,+ 


HI=H,O+NO-+1; by determining the 
amount of iodine liberated, the quantity 
of C,H,NO, can easily be determined. 


The process may be stated as fol- 
lows: Introduce into a flask 1 Cc. of 
acetic acid, U.S. P., didute it with Io 
Cc. of water, add an excess of potas- 
sium iodide (1 Gm.), then 1.4902 Gm. 
(1.49 Gm.) of the spirit of nitrous ether 
and shake the mixture for a few min- 
utes. Again add 25 Cc. of water, then 
I Gm. of sodium bicarbonate, previ- 
ously dissolved in 175 Cc. of water, and 
when effervescence has ceased, titrate 
with tenth-normal sodium thiosulphate 


'V.S. until the iodine is completely de- 
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It will be found, as a rule, 
that 8 Ce. of sodium thiosulphate V. S. 
are required to cause complete decolor- 
ization (each cubic centimeter cor- 
responding to 0.5 per cent of ethyl 
nitrite). 

As ethyl nitrite decomposes rapidly, 
C,H;,OH and HNO, being formed, the 
latter liberating iodine from KI, it is 
of importance that another portion 
(1.4902 Gm. of spirit of nitrous ether) 
be assayed by the above process, omit- 
ting the acetic acid, so as to determine 
the amount of- ethyl nitrite decom- 
posed. The number of cubic centi- 
metres of sodium thiosulphate V. S. 
used in the last titration, when de- 
ducted from the number of cubic cen- 
timetres of sodium thiosulphate V. S. 
used in the first titration, will give the 
number of cubic centimetres of sodium 
thiosulphate V. S. required to decolor- 
ize the iodine liberated by the ethyl ni- 
trite. 

It will be seen that this method af- 
fords not only a method of determining 
the amount of C,H,;NO, present, but 
also the amount decomposed. 

An 1odometric method for the assay 
of nitrous ether has been suggested by 
Prof. David Walker, but it has been 
found unreliable, since too high re- 
sults are obtained. (American Drug- 
gist, December 25, 1895; Proceedings

however, be overcome by the use of - 


sodium bicarbonate, as in the present 
method. In the hands of the writer 
quite accurate results have been ob- 
tained by this process. 

The Need for Physiological Standardization 


The chemical assay of alkaloids has 


resulted in a remarkable amount of 


uniformity in the quality of prepara- 
tions; but all our active drugs are not 
capable of such valuation. Glucosidal 
drugs, such as digitalis and strophan- 
thus, cannot be assayed chemically be- 
cause the glucosides to which they 


owe their activity are of such delicate 
structure that they decompose more or 
less in the process of chemical extrac- 
tion. Hence physiological assaying is 
the only mode of properly standardiz- 
ing them. Uniformity and accuracy 
being essential in the case of potent 


drugs, your committee would suggest — 


that some definite physiological stand- 
ards be devised and officially adopted 
by the Committee on Revision of the 
United States Pharmacopeeia. 


Conclusion 


Today, as never before, knowledge is 
power, and science is only knowledge 
at its best. It is with the increase of 
knowledge—power for good—that the 
dignity and true position of the phar- 
macist are to be recognized and re- 
spected. The number of scientific 
papers read before the various phar- 


maceutical associations, and the num-_ 


ber of inquiries received from many 
pharmacists during the past year re- 
garding scientific methods of testing 
and assaying, indicate a growing in- 
terest in scientific pharmacy, a hopeful 
augury for the future of our profession. 


SIMPLE TEST FOR ROSIN IN SOAP 


J. Sans (Pharm. Journ., No. 2379, 
p. 697) states that neutral methyl sul- 
phate, or ethyl sulphate, when warmed 
with a trace of rosin or alkali resinate 
give at first a pink color, which passes 
to violet, and finally to brown, on con- 
tinued warming. The fatty acids and 
their soaps do not give this reaction. 
It is, therefore, applicable for the detec- 
tion of resin in soap. 


The use of the title “pharmacist” 
is now restricted in England to per- 
sons who are registered as pharma- 
ceutical chemists, and a ‘Minor’ 
man so describing himself in an 
advertisement will be liable to a pen- 
alty of five pounds.—Ph.

A SIMPLE METHOD OF MAKING 
CAMPHOR LINIMENT 


A. B. Burrows, of Washington, D. 
C., recently sent us a letter expressing 
his appreciation of Modern Pharmacy, 
and submitted at the same time an ar- 
ticle on the preparation of camphor 
liniment : ae 

This is nothing new; but to my 
mind, the most satisfactory method of 
making camphor liniment is by the 


gravity system of circulatory solution. 


While this method is crudely illustrated 
in text-books on pharmacy, it may be 
substantially improved by the use of 
ready-made parts which can be bought 
in the “ten-cent store.” The method 


leaves nothing to be desired as it fur-— 


nishes a perfect camphor liniment 


which will conform to the official re- 


quirements. 
We are directed in the pharmaco- 
poeial process to dissolve the camphor 


in the cottonseed oil by the aid of gen- 


tle heat. It is a well-known fact that 
even the moderate heat of a water-bath 
will volatilize.a part of the camphor, 
thereby reducing the strength of the 
finished preparation. By the method 
of circulatory solution only an infini- 
tesimal portion of the camphor is lost 
through natural evaporation at the or- 
dinary temperature. 

All that is necessary is a tared cylin- 
drical jar and a small hemispherical or 
concave coarse sieve supported by two 
pieces of wire. The height of the sieve 
is adjusted and maintained by bending 
the up portion of the wire over the rim 
of the jar, the object being to suspend 
the sieve, or cage, in such a way that 
the camphor contained therein shall be 
almost entirely immersed near the sur- 
face of the oil. After the camphor is 
placed in contact with the oil, the jar is 
well covered and set aside for about 


seven days, at the end of which time the 


.camphor will have passed into solution. 


Then the wire cage should be with- 
drawn and the solution agitated to ren- 
der it thoroughly homogeneous. 

‘The particular directions are as fol- 
lows: Weigh the necessary amount of 
cottonseed oil in the tared glass jar. 
A convenient quantity for the average 
pharmacist would be two pounds avoir- 
dupois. Place a mark on outside of the 
jar indicating the height of this liquid, 
so that in future operations it will not 
be necessary to weigh, simply pouring 
enough oil into the jar to touch the 
mark. Place the cage in position, keep- 
ing it at the proper height by bending 
the ends of the wire supports over the 
edges of the jar. Weigh out the neces- 


sary amount of camphor, eight ounces 


avoirdupois, reduce it to a coarse 
powder, or break it into small pieces, 
and place the particles carefully into a 


sieve. Then proceed as directed.—

DISPENSING DIFFICULTIES 


At a recent meeting of the Edin- 
burgh (Scotland) Chemists’, Assist- 
ants’, and Apprentices’ Association, 
William Duncan commented upon a 
number of prescriptions in the filling 
of which dispensers had encountered 
difficulty.

“BARBADOS” ALOES A MISNOMER 

Lehn & Fink in “Notes on New 
Remedies,” call attention to the fact 
that for a number of years it has not 


been possible to obtain Barbados aloes. 


from Barbados itself. Investigation as 
to the cause of this led them to sum- 
marize as follows: 

Barbados aloes is a term originally 
applied to a variety of aloes first pro- 
duced in and exported from the island 
of Barbados, and which was charac- 
terized mainly by its peculiar and indi- 
vidual packing in gourds. For a con- 
siderable time the term was confined 
to this product, and it acquired a posi- 
tive trade value as indicating an aloes 
exported from Barbados. 

Gradually, however, the appellation 


was widened in its scope to include 


other varieties of aloes from other 
sources (notably from Curacao) that 
were similarly packed in gourds, and 
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for many years past the word Barbados 


_has been employed to indicate simply 


the form of packing, not the origin of 
the drug. Though this fact has un- 
doubtedly been known to many in the 
trade, it is unfortunate that this liberal 
use of the term has come about, for it 
has caused much confusion and given 
rise to much misconception. Shippers 
in other countries than Barbados have 
long been packing their domestic- 
produced aloes in gourds, and sending 
it forth to appear in the market as true 
Barbados, and it is apparent that for 
at least a dozen years past, if not 
longer, not a pound of the genuine ar- 


ticle has been produced in and exported 


from Barbados. 

Upon examination of the drug lists 
referred to by Messrs. Knight & Co. 
it is seen that the purchaser of aloes 
labeled “Barbados” has paid consider- 
ably higher prices than for identically 
the same product labeled “Curacao.” 


This trade custom has been followed 


very generally, and is possibly not very 
reprehensible from the ordinary trade 
viewpoint; neither has it worked any 
special injury in a medicinal and thera- 
peutic sense. The word Barbados has 
simply been diverted from its original 
and true significance to be merely de- 
scriptive of the form, and not the 


source of the drug. 


This house, as others, has long been 
purchasing in the London drug mar- 
kets, in Hamburg and elsewhere, Bar- 


bados aloes, so-called, which in all 


probability came from Curacao or other 
countries than the Barbados. | 
Aside from any injury to the pocket: 
book which this custom may have pro- 
duced, it has occasioned great con- 


fusion with respect to our trade knowl- 


edge of the drug. Our pharmacopceias 
(U. S., Br., and others) have perpetu- 
ated the confusion in both their descrip- 
tions and titles. For instance, the 
British Pharmacopceia under “Aloe

Barbadensis,” gives the sub-title as 
“Barbados Aloes (Curacao Aloes),” 
and makes no distinction between the 
exportations from the various West 
Indian islands. The U. S. Pharma- 
copoeia as a secondary title has “Aloes 
(Aloe Barbadensis, Aloe Socotrina),” 
mentioning the botanical sources rec- 
ognized, but specifying no country or 
countries of origin. 

Thus we have both trade custom and 
official sanction for naming as Barba- 
dos an aloes which does not come from 
that island. 

And now let us point out an anoma- 
lous condition. 

The U. 8S. P. is taken as the legal 
standard under the workings of the 
Food and Drugs Act. 

The U. S. P. applies Barbados to 
aloes not coming from Barbados. 

The Food and Drugs Act demands 
that a geographical name applied to a 
product must truly indicate the place 
of production; thus Barbados aloes 
must be produced in Barbados, Peru- 
vian bark in Peru, Dutch chocolate in 
Holland, etc. 

It is evidently incumbent upon the 


framers and revisers of the U. S. P. to 


reform its nomenclature to make it 
conform with the Food and Drugs Act. 
We protest that a geographical name in 
the title or sub-title of a U. S. P. prod- 
uct should be correctly employed. In 
the case of aloes, no sub-title is re- 
quired; on the contrary it is objection- 
able, producing misconception, and 
should be dropped. Let us have aloes, 
but unincumbered by misleading and 
untrue titular description. The re- 
quirements as to botanical origin, tests 
for identity, purity and strength are all 
that are necessary. 


CUTCH FREE OF DUTY 
A controversy of long standing was 


disposed of recently when the Board of 
United States General Appraisers made 
a decision dealing with the classifica- 
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tion, for tariff purposes, ‘of cutch; an 


‘extract used in dyeing or tanning oper- 


ations. | 

The voluminous testimony in the test 
case, which:stands in the name of Mar- 
den, Orth & Hastings, and’ others of 
Boston and New York, sets forth that 
there are two kinds of so-called cutch. 
The Government has maintained uni- 
formly that only the cutch made from 
the wood of the acacia catechu tree, 
and for many years used almost, if not 


exclusively, for dyeing purposes, is the 


cutch provided for in the free list of 
the Dingley tariff law. On the other 
hand, the importers allege that while © 
the cutch in question is made from the 
bark of the mangrove tree and may be 
in fact a substitute for the acacia cate- 
chu cutch, it is nevertheless entitled to 
the exemption. 

General Appraiser McClelland, who 
had been hearing testimony for six 
months, writes a long decision in which 
he finds in favor of the importers.— 
Paint, Oil and Drug Review. 


WILL PLANT THE SOYA BEAN 

The management of the Madison 
Cotton Oil Company, of Tallulah, La., 
has distributed about a_ thousand 
bushels of soya bean seed, to be planted 
as an experiment, and if the experi- 
ment proves a success it will go a long 
way toward solving the boll weevil 
question. The bean produces a higher 
per cent of oil than that produced by 
the cotton seed and the oil is said to 
be superior to the cotton seed oil. It 
produces a meal similar to cotton seed 
meal, and the vines make a hay equal 
to or better than pea vine hay. This 
bean is planted very extensively in 
England, and serves the same purposes 
over there that cotton seed does here. 
No special machinery will have -to be 
installed in the oil mill to crush the 
seed, which are said to be worth from 
$15 to $20 per ton—Paint, Oil and 
Drug Review. 
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Briefer Notes and Comments 


A DRUGGISTS’ DEFENSE ASSOCIA- 
TION 


In England they have what they call 
“The Chemists’ Defense Association,” 
which was founded with the object of 
providing legal advice and assistance 
for its members upon all matters per- 
taining to the business of pharmacy 
and of indemnifying its members 
against loss arising from mistakes in 
dispensing, etc. The association is in 
a flourishing condition. The annual re- 
port, just issued, states that the number 
of members on the books is 3633. For- 
tunately for the funds of the associa- 
tion, no large claims have arisen during 
the year. In view of the satisfactory 
conditions of the funds the directors 
recommend that a substantial increase 
in the benefits assured to members 
should be sanctioned at the next annual 
meeting. It is proposed that the asso- 
ciation shall undertake the whole of 
the expense of defending members 
against claims for damages. 

The Medical Society of the State of 
Michigan is contemplating organizing 
for the same purpose and a vote of all 
the members is shortly to be taken by 
mail on this question. Many of the 
county societies have discussed and 
voted upon the plan, and all but one 
voted in favor of its adoption. 

Our own State Medical Society is 
moving in the same direction. The Cal- 
ifornia State Journal of Medicine for 
August, 1909, says: 

On June 24, 1909, the council of the 


State Society had a special meeting to con-— 


sider plans for medical defense, acting un- 
der instructions from the House of Dele- 
gates. After a very careful discussion of 
the question it was decided by the council 
to undertake the work at once. In Penn- 
sylvania medical defense has been in force 
since 1905 and has cost the State Society 
not over 10 cents per member per year. In 


New York the work was begun in 1906 and 
has cost the State Society about 50 cents 
per member per year. In New York the 
very first year the plan was put into opera- 
tion, malpractice suits were decreased in 
number twenty-five per cent; in the first 
two years of the work not a single verdict 
was obtained against a member in any suit 
which was defended by the society. Since 
1906 six other state medical organizations 
have undertaken the defense of their mem- 
bers and in every. instance the plan seems to 
be working satisfactorily. With these facts 
in view, the council decided to undertake 
the work at once and to carry it on until the 
annual meeting, next April, when the House 
of Delegates may pass upon the matter as 
presented to them at that time. It is be- 


lieved that the work can be done success- 


fully at a cost not to exceed $1 per mem- 
ber per year, and possibly very much less 
than that when the work is. once started 


and well organized. 


The Pacific Pharmacist believes this 


‘to be a proper matter to be taken up 


by our State Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion at Los Angeles. A small annual 
payment by each member of the De- 
fense Association would suffice to de- 
fray all the costs of, defending such 
suits as might be brought,’ the actual 
damages in cases in which judgments 
were rendered against the druggist be- 
ing paid by the defendant. If the as- 
sociation further undertook “to indem- 
nify its members against loss arising 
from such judgments” heavier annual 
dues would have to be charged. This 
appears to be the way the English as- 
sociation is operating. There are ac- 
cident insurance companies in this 
country who do this business, but their 
charges are so high that very few 
firms are willing to pay their price for 
the protection. 

Druggists and physicians are peculli- 
arly exposed to blackmail suits and it 
is a sensible move to be prepared for 
them. There are always shyster law-| 
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yers who will encourage ignorant per- 
sons with a spite or imaginary griev- 
ance in their minds to bring charges 


against a druggist, expecting that the 


mere name of a suit for damages will 
lead to a compromise by which client 
and attorney may make money. The. 
fact that such an organization existed, 
and that it was known would contest 
all excepting the most flagrant cases, 
would precent such law suits being 
commenced in the majority of cases. — 


DOES THE DRUG BUSINESS PAY? 


Joel Blanc, in the Pharmaceutical - 


Era, under the caption of “Mind Mort- 
gages,’ makes some interesting calcu- 
lations on the compensation of the 
druggist and his clerk. We quote: 

The drug store owner who is making 
fifteen hundred per year, clear, on a six 
thousand dollar stock, complains that 
he has such a heavy investment for the 
income received, when in fact, he is 
receiving good commercial interest on 
thirty thousand dollars. He is receiv- 
ing five per cent on his material in- 
_vestment and, in addition, he is receiv- 
ing five per cent on twenty-four thou- 
sand dollars, as pay for his own ability. 
In other words, he is receiving a fair 
interest on a six thousand dollar busi- 
ness and a twenty-four thousand dollar 
man. 

And how about the clerk in such a 
store? Let us suppose that his salary 
is fifteen dollars per week. That is five 
per cent on fifteen thousand six hun- 
dred dollars. He is receiving fair in- 
vestment interest on more than double 
the merchandise value of his employ- 
ers business. Therefore, his uncapi- 
talized ability is more than three-fifths 
of his employer’s capitalized ability. In 
other words, the clerk without any 
risked investment, receives an interest 
for his labor and ability more than half 
the amount which his employer re- 
ceives for labor and ability combined 
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with an investment of six thousand 
dollars. 

So long as the conditions as outlined 
continue, neither clerk nor employer 
has just grounds for complaint. The 
fact that the clerk is receiving an equi- 


valent of more than half of his em- 


ployer’s income only indicates that his 
services nearly double his employer’s 
profits. Nor has the clerk any reason 


to flatter himself that he is invaluable 


because he ‘does this, for the employer 
has a responsibility from which the 
clerk is free—that of protecting the 
six thousand dollars invested in the 
business. 

The conditions described exist in 
similar proportions in many drug stores 


and instead of being conditions binding 


master and slave, they come as near 
ideal partnership conditions as one can 
well imagine. 

The drug store owner with a pay-roll 
of twenty-five dollars per week must 
do a business yielding five per cent on 


twenty-six thousand dollars to pay his 
help. 


That is, if his business was 
mortgaged for twenty-six thousand 
dollars at five per cent he would pay 
no more in interest than he pays in 
salaries. Stop and think that over, you 
dissatisfied clerk! If you, my young 
man, feel that your mental and physical 
strength is being tested to the utmost 
in your fifteen dollar position: in which 
you earn commercial interest on fif- 
teen thousand six hundred dollars, have 
you the strength, have you the ability 
to earn interest on twenty-six thou- 
sand dollars to pay as salaries to 
others? Consider this carefully before 
you decide to borrow money to start a 
business of your own. 

_ And you, Mr. Druggist, with only 
six thousand invested and an income 
on thirty thousand at mortgage rates, 
have you much to complain of? Have 
you not a right to be pretty proud of 
yourself, you, the man who can earn 
twenty-five per on his material 
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capital and whose ability capital: is 
four times as great as his tangible as- 
sets? Now, do not at once conclude 
that this proves that you should hur- 
riedly increase your stock in order to 
increase your income. Suppose that 
we use the word “risk” in place of the 
word assets. Is he not a pretty capable 
business man who can earn the interest 
on thirty thousand dollars with only 
six thousand dollars risk? 


If we combine the foregoing figures 


we find that the employer and clerk to- 
gether have a merchandise and ability 
capital of forty-five thousand six hun- 
dred dollars. Let us suppose that next 
year, by their combined efforts and 
hearty co-operation that the business 
increases the proprietor’s income five 
dollars per week and justifies advanc- 


ing the clerk’s salary from fifteen to 


eighteen dollars. In such an event 
they will have earned additional inter- 
est on eight thousand one hundred and 
twenty dollars. They will, therefore, 
have increased their capital, so far as 
increased earning value is concerned, 


from forty-five thousand six hundred 


dollars to fifty-four thousand seven 
hundred and twenty dollars: Bear in 
mind, this is no mere play of the imagi- 
nation. It is no easy matter to invest 
fifty thousand or more dollars in gilt 
edge securities paying even five per 
cent on par. 

In face of the calculations are we 


justified in saying that there is ‘no 
chance for the small merchant, that re- © 


tailing does not pay? 


MONEY IN A GOOD NAME 

The Chemist and Druggist tells us 
that for family reasons the firm of 
Wright, Layman & Umney of London 
is to be incorporated as a limited com- 
pany, and a small portion of the capital 
stock offered for sale to druggists and 
purchasers of the products of the firm. 
The total capital will be £135,000 


(about $675,000.) Of this sum no less 
than £76,863 ($384,315) will be paid 
to the old firm for good will, trade 
marks and registered designs. Solo- 
mon said that a good name 1s better 
than precious ointment. As he seems 
to have enjoyed all the luxuries that 
were going in his day, he no doubt 
knew all about the nard oils and other 
“precious ointments” then in vogue in 
the best society, but we venture the 
guess that he had no idea that a mere 
name could ever be worth between 
300,000 and 400,000 dollars. | 


EXEMPTION FROM THE SPECIAL 


TAX 
Supplementing the decisions cited in 


a recent issue of the Era regarding the 


relations of druggists to the special 
Government tax for the sale of spiritu- 
ous liquors, acting Commissioner Wil- 
liams has issued the following (T. D. 
1514) which presents the same conclu- 
sions, but in different language: 


In reply to your letter of the 26th in- 

stant, you are informed that section 3246, 
Revised Statutes, provides that no special 
tax shall be imposed upon apothecaries as 
to wines or spirituous liquors which they 
use exclusively in the preparation or making 
up of medicines. 
- Special tax is therefore not required of 
druggists on account of keeping on hand 
distilled spirits or wines for use in the © 
manufacture of National Formulary and 
U. S. P. compounds or in the compounding 
of prescriptions, provided the spirits or 
wine before being sold is compounded with 
drugs sufficient in quality and amount to 
alter its character and render it unsuitable 
for use as a beverage. 


Summed up in a word, the Govern- 
ment tax is not levied upon the sale 
of medicines, but upon unmedicated 
alcoholic stimulants used in beverage 
form. The situation now ought to be 
clear to all druggists—and the fewer 
who conclude it to be necessary to pay 
the tax the better will it be for phar- 
macy. —Ph. Era

THE SODA FOUNTAIN AS A MEANS 
| OF ADVERTISING 
By A. L. Rich, San Francisco Emporium. 


Geo. P. Powell once said that the 


main object of advertising was not so 


much to sell goods as to bring the 
people into your place of business, and 
then let the salesmen do the rest. This 
just fits the soda fountain to a “T.” A 
well-kept and up-to-date soda fountain 
will bring more people at less expense 


into your store than any other method 


of advertising, and the beauty of it is, 
that it is in itself a constant source of 
income. To prove it, all you have to 
do is to keep a record of your soda 
fountain expenses and sales, and then 
keep tab on your new customers, both 
cash and credit, and you will be sur- 
prised to see how many were brought 
there first by hearing of or trying your 
soda water. Some of them will be old 
residents of your city and probably live 
at quite a distance and in an off direc- 
tion from your store, but all the same, 
once they get started to drink at your 
fountain you will surely get all of their 
trade in your line. I had the experi- 
ence once of a gentleman customer who 
was recommended to try one of our 
famous egg drinks. He had never 
been in the store before; in fact, he told 
me himself that. he never knew that a 
drug store was on our corner (we being 
a block away from the main thorough- 
fare). The first day he came he tried 
the egg drink and was surprised to find 
how good it was. After that I had him 
coming almost every day. On the 
third visit after drinking his usual egg 
beverage he stepped over to the drug 
side and ordered $7.50 worth of drug 
sundries. For four years after he was 
one of the best all-round customers the 
store had. In nine years the same store 
increased from two drug clerks and one 


boy to six clerks, six boys and two 


order girls. Seventy-five per cent of 


this increase was laid to the soda foun- 
tain. Now, of course, I do not mean 
to say that all you have to do is to get 
a soda fountain and set it up in your 
shop and it will do the rest. No! If 
that was the case every store and place 
of business would have a soda fountain 
and the newspapers and magazines 
would have to go out of business. 
For a soda fountain to be a trade- 
getter and success it must have some 
distinctive feature. It should be of 
the very latest design and kept in the 
most sanitary condition. The bever-. 
ages should be served in the best pos- 
sible manner and of the purest ma- 
terials obtainable. Originality should 
be the word, and if possible one or more 


drinks should be made a feature so as 


to bring your customers past competi- 
tors. Once you get the run, keep it by 
not letting the fountain lag in any de- 


partment. Another thing, your help 


is quite an important feature; do not 
restrict them to close rules, give them 
to understand that the success of the 
soda department means success to 
them; so let them suggest and execute 
their ideas that will tend to increase 
the trade. Give them to understand 
that the soda business is just as im- 
portant as any other, and that they 
must take charge of their department 
with great care and pride. No ungentle- 
manly habits should be indulged in, 
such as chewing gum, carrying on un- 
necessary conversation, reading, etc., 
while on duty, and invariably clerks — 
should be polite to all of the customers, 
and remember that small children are 
the best friends, and do not get out of 
patience with them; and above all see 
that the carbonated water is at all times 
well charged with gas, and absolutely 
as cold as ice can make it, and that for 
the hot drinks have the water fresh 
boiled and at boiling point always.

Any persons who 
shall knowingly, willfully, or fraudulently 
falsify or adulterate, or cause to be falsified 
or adulterated, any drug or medicinal sub- 
stance, or any preparation authorized or 
recognized by the pharmacopoeia of the 
United States or used or intended to be 
used, in medical practice, or shall mix, or 
cause to be mixed, with any such drug or 
medicinal substance any foreign or inert 
substance whatever, for the purpose of de- 
stroying or weakening its medicinal power 
or effect, or of lessening its cost, and shall 
willfully, knowingly, or fraudulently sell 
the same, or cause it to be sold, for medi- 
cinal purposes, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof shall 
be punished by a fine of not less than fifty 
dollars and not more than two hundred 
dollars, or by imprisonment for not less 
than fifty days and not more than two 
hundred days, or by both such. fine and im- 
prisonment. 


Every registered phariinedss shall file or 


cause to be filed, all physicians’ prescrip- 
tions, or a copy thereof, compounded or dis- 
pensed in his pharmacy or store, and any 
person who shall willfully fail so to do 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction thereof shall be liable 
to a fine not exceeding fifty dollars; and 
for each subsequent offense shall be liable 
to a fine of not less than fifty dollars, and 
not more than one hundred dollars.

Any proprietor of a phar- 
macy, who shall fail, or neglect to place in 
charge of such pharmacy a registered phar- 
macist, or any proprietor, who shall by 
himself, or any other person, permit the 


compounding of prescriptions, or the vend- 


ing of drtigs, medicines, or poisons, in his 
or her store, or place of business, except by 
or in the presence and under the direct, im- 
mediate and personal supervision of a reg- 
istered pharmacist, or any person, not be- 
ing a registered pharmacist, who shall take 
charge of, or act as manager of any phar- 
macy, or store, or who, not being a regis- 


tered pharmacist, retails, compounds, or 
dispenses drugs, medicines, or poisons, 


shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be liable to a fine 
of not less than twenty ($20) dollars and 
not more than one hundred dollars, or by 


imprisonment for a term of not exceeding 


fifty days, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment. 

Sec. 5. Section 14 of said act is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 14. Any member of the board of 
pharmacy, or inspector duly authorized by 
said board may examine applicants orally, 


or in writing, and issue a temporary certifi- 


cate to practice pharmacy, which shall au- 
thorize such practice for a period not to 
exceed four months from its date. The is- 
suance of such temporary certificate shall 
not entitle the holder thereof to a perma- 
nent certificate, and no permanent certificate 
shall be issued to such holder until he passes 
a satisfactory examination by the board. 
Only one temporary certificate shall ever 
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be issued to the same applicant, and no 
temporary certificate shall be granted to any 


person whose application has been denied 


by the board. The member or authorized 
inspector conducting the examination as 
herein set forth shall be entitled to charge 
and receive the sum of three dollars for such 
certificate, said moneys to be paid to the 


board of pharmacy. 


Sec. 6. Section 16 of said act is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 16. The board of pharmacy shall 
issue a permit to general dealers in rural 
districts in which the conditions, in their 
judgment, do not justify the employment 
of a registered pharmacist, and where the 
store of such general dealer is not less than 
three miles distant from the store of a reg- 
istered pharmacist; which said permit shall 
authorize the persons or firm named there- 
in to sell in such locality, but not elsewhere, 
and under such restrictions and regulations 
as said board may from time to time adopt, 
the following simple household remedies 
and drugs, and no other, in such manner 
and form as may be hereinafter authorized 
by said board, as follows, to-wit: 

Tincture of arnica, spirits of camphor, 


almond oil, distilled extract witch-hazel, 
paregoric, syrup of ipecac, syrup of rhu- 


barb, hive syrup, sweet spirits of nitre, 
tincture of iron, epsom salts, rochelle salts, 


~ genna leaves, carbonate of magnesia, seidlitz 


powders, quinine, cathartic pills, chamomile 


flowers, caraway seed, chlorate of potash, 


moth balls, plasters, salves, ointments, per- 
oxide of hydrogen, copperas, gum camphor, 
blue ointment, asafoetida, saffron, anise 
seed, salt petre. 

The board shall charge an annual fee of 


eight dollars in advance for such permit, 


and it shall be unlawful for any dealer to 
sell any drugs or ordinary household rem- 
edies without complying with the require- 
ments of this section. Whenever a reg- 
istered pharmacist shall establish a phar- 
macy within three miles by the shortest 
road from the place of business of such 
general dealer, no further license shall be 
granted, and the license already issued shall 


be void, provided that the following drugs, 


medicines and chemicals may be sold by 
grocers and dealers generally without re- 
striction, viz.: | 

Glauber salts, vaseline, turpentine, condi- 
tion powders, cream of tartar, carbonate of 
soda, bay rum, essence of Jamaica ginger, 
éssence of peppermint, ammonia, alum, cas- 
tor oil, bicarbonate of soda, chloride of 
lime, glycerine, witch-hazel, sheep dip, bo- 


rax, sulphur, blue stone, flaxseed, insect 
powder, fly paper, ant poison, squirrel poi- 
son, and gopher poison, and arsenical poi- 
sons used for orchard spraying, when pre- 
pared and sold only in original and un- 
broken packages and labeled with the official 
poison labels.

MISBRANDING OF DRUG PREPARA- 
TIONS 


Notice of Judgment No. 82 


In accordance with the provisions 
of section 4 of the Food and Drugs Act 
of June 30, 1906, and of regulation 6 
of the rules and regulations for the en- 
forcement of the act, notice is given of 
the judgment of the court in the case 
of the United States v. 85 dozen pack- 
ages, more or less, of ‘certain drug 
preparations known as “Mme. Yale’s 
Excelsior Fruitcura,’ “Mme. Yale’s 
Fertilizer Tablets,’ “Mme. Yale’s Ex- 
celsior Hair Tonic,’ “Mme. Yale’s Ex- 
celsior Complexion Bleach,’ ‘Mme. 
Yale’s Antiseptic,’ “Mme. /Yale’s 
Blush of Youth,’ and “Mme. Yale’s 
Skin Food,” a proceeding of libel lately 
pending in the supreme court of the 
District of Columbia under the pro- 
visions of section 10 of the aforesaid 
act for seizure and condemnation of 
said preparations, wherein Maude 
Yale Bishop Wilson (Mme. Yale) of 
New York, N. Y., was claimant. The 
said packages of drug preparations 
were misbranded within the meaning 
of section 8 of the act, and had been 
shipped by the said claimant from 
New York, N. Y., to S. Kann Sons & 
Company, Washington, D. C. The 
character and misbranding of said 


preparations are more particularly de- 
scribed in the libel hereinafter set out. 

On July 2, 1908, the United States 
attorney for the District of Columbia 
filed a libel in the above-stated court 
for the seizure and condemnation of the 
aforesaid drug preparations, which li- 
bel is in form and substance as follows: 

1. That this libel is filed by the 
United States of America in its own 


right, and prays the seizure for con-_ 
demnation of certain articles of drugs 


contained in eighty-five dozen pack- 
ages, more or less, as hereinafter par- 
ticularly set forth in accordance with 
the act of Congress in such case made 
and provided, approved June 30, 1906. 

2. Your libellant represents to the 
court that in the city of Washington, 


District of Columbia, and within the 


jurisdiction of this honorable court, 
and within the premises of one Lewis 
Kann, one Sigmund Kann, and one 


Simon Kann, partners trading under 


the firm name and style of S. Kann 
Sons and Company, to-wit, a certain 
warehouse situated at the corner of 
Kighth and D streets nortliwest are cer- 
tain articles of drugs being owned by 
them or in their possession, and being 
of the particular description following: 


Fifteen dozen packages of Madam 


Yale’s Skin Food, eight dozen packages 
of Madam /Yale’s Fruitcura, eight 
dozen packages of Madam Yale’s Fer- 
tilizer Tablets, thirty-six dozen pack- 
ages of Madam Yale’s Excelsior Hair 
Tonic, three dozen packages of Madam 
Yale’s Excelsior Compléxion Bleach, 
fourteen packages of Madam Yale’s 
Antiseptic, and one dozen packages of 
Mme. Yale’s Blush of Youth. 

3. Your libellant represents that the 
said fifteen dozen packages of Madam 
Yale’s Skin Food are illegally held as 
aforesaid within the jurisdiction of this 
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honorable court, and that the said ar- 
ticles are misbranded in violation of the 
said act of Congress of June 30, 1906, 
and are liable to condemnation and 
confiscation as provided therein, for 
the reason that said packages and la- 
bels of said drug bear certain state- 
ments regarding said drug and the in- 
gredients and substances contained 
therein which are false and misleading ; 
and that among the said false and mis- 


leading statements are the following, 


that is to say: 


“A marvelous nourishing product 
that feeds through the pores of the 
skin. Madam Yale’s Skin Food can 
not be duplicated as it is compounded 
by Madam Yale personally and pro- 
tected by a chemical secret. The Ex- 
celsior Skin Food is a pioneer and the 
only genuine skin food in the world. 
It is absolutely guaranteed to remove 


wrinkles and every trace of age from > 


the face of all who use it. It is sooth- 
ing in its effect on the skin, healing as 
a magic balm, and fattening in its 
qualities ;” and that the said last-men- 
tioned statement is false and mislead- 
ing in this, that the said drug is simply 
an ordinary ointment. 

4. Your libellant further represents 
that the said eight dozen packages, 
more or less, branded ““Madam Yale’s

said packages and labels of said drug 
bear certain statements regarding said 
drug and the substances contained 
therein which are false and misleading, 
and that among the said false and mis- 
leading statements are the following, 
that is to say: - 

“Fruitcura is primarily ‘Woman’s 
Tonic,’ a cure for every ill to which she 
is sexually heir from Infancy to Old 
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Age. It is Nature’s prompt omnipo- 
tent Restorative—a Specific for the 
Generative Organs—Fruitcura cures 
the so-called ‘Incurable.’ It is an Elixir 
of Life—it prevents and cures Prolap- 
sus or Falling of the Womb and all 
Displacements of Womb or Ovaries ;’ 


and that the said last-mentioned state- 


ments are false and misleading in this, 
that the said drug is not a cure for 


every ill to which woman is sexually 


heir, and is not a specific for the gen- 
erative organs, and does not cure per- 
sons afflicted with incurable diseases, 
and does not cure prolapsus or falling 
of the womb, or any displacements of 
the womb or ovaries. 


5. Your libellant further represents 
that the said eight dozen packages, 
more or less, branded “Mme. Yale’s 
Fertilizer Tablets,” are illegally held 
as aforesaid within the jurisdiction of © 
this honorable court, and that the said 
articles are misbranded in violation of 
the said act of Congress aforesaid, and 
are liable to condemnation and confis- 
cation as provided therein, for the rea- 
son that the said packages and labels 
of said drug bear certain statements re- 
garding the said drug and the ingre- 
dients and substances contained there- 
in which are false and misleading; and 
that among the said false and mislead- 
ing statements are the following, that 
is to say: That the said “Fertilizer 
Tablets” are “A specific for curing 
Flatulency and all Gastric troubles,” 
and. are “A cure for Obesity.” And 
said last-mentioned statements are 
false and misleading in this, that the 
said last-mentioned drug is not a spe- 
cific for curing flatulency and all gas- 
tric troubles, and is not a cure for 
obesity. 

6. Your libellant further represents 
that the said thirty-six dozen packages, 
more or less, branded “Mme. Yale’s 
Excelsior Hair Tonic,” are illegally 
held as aforesaid within the jurisdiction 
of this honorable court, and that the 
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said articles are misbranded in violation 
of the act of Congress aforesaid, and 
are liable to condemnation and confis- 
cation as provided therein, for the rea- 
son that the said packages and labels 


of said drug bear certain statements 


regarding the said drug which are false 


and misleading, and that among the 


said false and misleading statements 
are the following, that is to say: 


“It stops hair falling, cures and pre- 


vents Dandruff and all Scalp Diseases, 
and overcomes any hereditary ten- 
dency to Baldness or Grayness;” and 
that said last-mentioned statements are 
false and misleading in this, that the 
said last-mentioned drug does not stop 
the falling of hair and does not cure 
and prevent dandruff and all scalp dis- 
eases, and does not overcome any her- 


editary tendency to baldness or gray- 


ness. 


7. Your libellant further represents 
that the said three dozen packages, 
more or less, branded “Mme. Yale’s 
Excelsior Complexion Bleach,” are il- 
legally held as aforesaid within the 


jurisdiction of this honorable court, and 


are misbranded in violation of the said 
act of Congress aforesaid, and are lia- 
ble to condemnation and confiscation 
as provided therein, for the reason that 
the packages and labels of said drug 
bear certain statements regarding the 
said drug and the ingredients and sub- 
stances contained therein which are 
false and misleading, and that among 
the said false and misleading state- 
ments are the following, that is to say: 
That the said last-mentioned drug “re- 
moves moth patches and all skin dis- 
coloration,’ and “creates natural 
beauty”; and the statement following, 
that is to say: | 

“It purifies the entire skin, penetrat- 
ing its remotest recesses—invigorates 
nerves, muscles and ligaments—makes 
the flesh firm and searches out and ex- 
pels every impurity. Its compound is 
a chemical secret known only to Mad- 


ame Yale;’” and that the said last-men- 
tioned’ statements are false and mis- 
leading in this, that the said last-men- 
tioned drug does not remove moth 
patches and all skin discoloration, and 
does not create natural beauty, and 
does not purify the entire skin, and does 
not invigorate the nerves, muscles and 
ligaments, and does not make the flesh 
firm, and does not search out or expel 
any impurity, nor is the compound of 


said drug a chemical secret known only 


to Madame Yale, but the said drug 
consists only of a solution of borax. 
8.. Your libellant further represents 
that the statements concerning the in- 
gredients and substances which are 
contained on the aforesaid label are 
false and misleading, and the afore- 


said drug is therefore misbranded in 


violation of section 8 of the act ap- 
proved June 30, 1900. 
9. Your libellant further represents 


that there is also within the premises 


of the said Lewis Kann, the said Sig- 
mund Kann, and the said Simon Kann, 
partners trading under the firm name 


and style of S. Kann Sons and Com- 


pany, a certain other shipment of cer- 
tain drugs contained in fourteen dozen 
packages, twelve dozen of a small size 
and two dozen of a large size, each 
bearing the following label: “Mme. 
Yale’s Antiseptic.” In each of said 
packages is contained a circular bear- 
ing the following statements concern- 
ing the contents of the said packages: 

“Yale’s Antiseptic used in the bath 
is also a sure cure and preventive of 
Prickly Heat, Nettle-rash, Eczema, 
and all diseases of the skin and scalp.. 
It is a perfect Disinfectant, Deodorant,

10. Your libellant further represents 
that there is also contained in the

Your libellant represents that an 
analysis of this preparation contained 
in the aforesaid packages shows that 
no such properties or virtues are pos- 
sessed by the aforesaid drug, and that 
the statements made on the label are 
false and misleading, and that the said 
packages are accordingly misbranded 
in violation of the Food and Drugs Act 
of June 30, 1906. 
it. Your libellant further represents 
that all of the aforesaid packages 
branded “Excelsior Skin Food,” “Mad- 
ame Yale’s Fruitcura, Woman’s Ton- 
ic,’ “Mme. Yale’s Fertilizer Tablets,” 
“Mme. Yale’s Excelsior Hair Tonic, 
The Great Hair Grower,” “Mme. Yale’s 
Excelsior Complexion Bleach,” “Mme: 
Yale’s. Antiseptic,” and “Mme. Yale’s 


Blush of Youth,” contained in the | 


aforesaid shipment, and _ specifically 
above set out, are drugs which have 
been transported from the city and 
state of New York to the District of 
Columbia, and so having been trans- 
ported, remain unsold and in the orig- 
inal unbroken packages, and are now in 
the District of Columbia and are about 
to be sold or offered for sale in the said 
District of Columbia, in violation of 
the aforesaid Food and Drugs Act 
approved. June 30, 1906. ‘The same 
are illegally held within the jurisdiction 
of this honorable court, and are liable 
to seizure, condemnation, and confisca- 
tion as provided in the said act.

Yale’s Blush 
of Youth,’ so misbranded as aforesaid, 
be proceeded against and seized for 
condemnation in accordance with the 
provisions of the said act of Congress 
approved June 30, 1906; and that to this 
end this honorable court may order to 
issue a process of attachment in due 
form of law, according to the course of 
this honorable court in cases of ad- 
miralty and maritime jurisdiction, so 
far as is applicable in this case, and 
that the said Lewis Kann, the said Sig- 
mund Kann, and the said Simon Kann, 


partners as aforesaid trading under the 


firm name and style of S. Kann Sons 
and Company, and all other persons 
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having or pretending to have any right, 
title, interest, or claim in or to the said 


shipment specifically set out hereto- 
fore herein, or any packages contained 


therein, may be cited to appear herein 
and answer all and singular the prem- 
ises aforesaid; and that if the said par- 
ties or any others who are interested 
herein be returned not to be found, 
that they may be proceeded against by 
process of publication in manner pro- 
vided for by law. 

2. That by a proper order this ies; 
orable court may adjudge and decree 
that the said shipment containing all 
of the packages aforesaid, and each and 
every one of said packages, are mis- 
branded as claimed in this libel, and ac- 


cordingly decree that the said packages | 


and all of them be condemned at the 
suit of your libellant, and decree that 
the same, if not deleterious, shall be dis- 
posed of by sale, under such terms and 


conditions as to this honorable court 


may seem proper, and that the proceeds 
thereof, less legal costs, and charges, 
may be ordered to be paid into the 
treasury of the United States, and that 
if the contents of said packages be 
deleterious and not subject to sale, that 
the said contents be then ordered to be 
destroyed, and that the costs of these 
proceedings be taxed against the par- 
ties found to be the owners of the said 
packages or the holders of the same 
within the jurisdiction of this honor- 
able court. 


3. And should the said packages be 
sold and the proceeds thereof be not 
sufficient to satisfy the costs in this 
case, that this honorable court may pass 
a judgment against the parties liable 
in the premises for the balance of the 
said costs so unsatisfied; and that this 
honorable court may pass all and such 
other orders, decrees and judgments as 
may be necessary in the premises. 

4. And that your libellant may have 
such other and further relief as the exi- 
gencies of the case may require.

The afore said claimant having set 


up her title to the said drug prepara- 
tions and having failed to answer the 


aforesaid libel and the case having 


come on for final hearing on the oth 
day of February, 1909, upon motion of 
the United States attorney therefor, 
the court rendered its decree in sub- 
stance and in form as follows: 


Upon motion of the United States

are inventoried as of the value of 
ninety-eight dollars ($98.00) as shown 
by the return of the marshal filed here- 


in, the same being the packages and ar- 


ticles fully described in the said libel 
and alleged therein to be misbranded 
by the labels and statements upon said 
packages and articles set forth in said 
libel; and it appearing to the court that 
proper notice and citation has been 
served upon the respondents, and that 
the claimant of record has appeared 
herein through her attorneys, Messrs. 
Wolf and Cohen, and that no answer 
has been filed to the libel within the 
time prescribed, and no objection be- 
ing signified to the court, it is this 9th 
day of February, A. D. 1909, 


Adjudged, ordered and decreed, that 
the aforesaid packages containing the 
said articles above mentioned, seized 
by the marshal herein as aforesaid, and 
now in his custody, be, and they hereby 
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are, declared to be misbranded by the 
use of the particular labels and state- 
ments upon the said articles and pack- 
ages described in the said libel, in vio- 
lation of the Food and Drugs Act ap- 
proved June 30, 1906. 

It is further adjudged, that the claim- 
ant of record herein pay the costs of 
this proceeding, and that the said ar- 
ticles contained in the said packages 
seizéd by the marshal as aforesaid be 
disposed of by sale under such terms 


and conditions as are not in violation 


of the Food and Drugs Act approved 
June 30, 1906. 

Provided, that upon the said claim- 
ant of record paying the costs of the 
proceedings and executing and deliver- 
ing to the said libellant a proper and 
sufficient bond in the penal sum of 
five hundred ($500.00) dollars, condi- 
tioned that the said packages and the 
said articles so seized as aforesaid and 
the contents thereof shall not be sold or 
otherwise disposed of contrary to the 
provisions of the Food and Drugs Act 
approved June 30, 19006, the said mar- 
shal shall deliver the aforesaid pack- 
ages to the said claimant in lieu of 
such disposition by sale as aforesaid. 

The facts in the case were as follows: 

On or about June 30, 1908, an inspec- 


tor of the Department of Agriculture 


found in the store of S. Kann Sons & 
Company, in Washington, D. C., a 
quantity of drug preparations which 
had been shipped to the said S.. Kann 
Sons & Company, from New York, N. 
Y., on June 26, by Maude Yale Bishop 
Wilson. The consignment comprised 
seven distinct preparations labeled as 
hereinbefore stated in the libel filed in 
the case. Samples of the said several 
preparations were obtained by the de- 
partment of agriculture and subjected 
to analysis in the bureau of chemistry 
in said department. 

The analysis of the preparation la- 
beled “Mme. Yale’s Excelsior Skin 
Food” disclosed that it consisted of 
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76.5 per cent of vaselin, which was 
mixed with fixed oil or fat and zinc 
oxid, colored with a pink dye, and per- 
fumed. 

The analysis of the preparation la- 
beled “Mme. Yale’s Excelsior Fruit- 
cura” disclosed that it consisted of 76.97 
per cent of volatile matter (largely 
water with 16.66 per cent of alcohol 
by volume), 29.71 per cent of sugar, 
and small quantities of plant drugs. 

The analyses of other preparations 
disclosed similar misstatements.
